God never would 
ignore the petition of a y oung­ 
ster who had faith enough to 
talk to Him about his dreams. 
I staunchly believe in the kind 
of 
a God who is interested in 
and 
concerned

In 
fact, I have a strong suspicion 
that pray ers like this, uttered by 
y oung lips out of the depths of 
an earnest soul, rate a high pri­ 
ority in heaven’s great eternal 
ordering of things.

again over a period of days, perhajis weeks.
